under 15 years of age were killed in the United States last 


year by automobiles. That makes a rate of a little better 
than 12 a day: and as if that were not bad enough, 400 chil- 
dren were jiit by autos and badly injured eac hday in the 
VGSf*Those figures should constitute a challenge to the whole 
nation. Yet we aren't greatly moved by them. If some catas- 


, trophe should kill 5000 children at once—well, that would bej 


different The country would insist that steps be taken to | 


* prevent such a tragedy ever happening again. But this thing j 
'isn't so dramatic and impressive, and it seldome excites us. j 


But it should. Figure it out in terms of your own chil- 


dren. Think of what it would .mean to you to have your child 
struck and killed on the street before your eyes—and then 
remember that that pitiful, heart-rendering sort of thing 
happens somewhere 12 times every day in the year. 
| 


The plain fact of the matter is that a death rate like that ] 


is simply too high a price to pay for the use of automobiles, j 
If we are to continue as a motorized nation we simply must | 
find out how to use our autos in some safer way. 


The solution probably will be expensive. It may be that 


we shall have to make over the residence district of every j 
city and town in the country, so that the through ti'affic can ; 
be by-passed. Perhaps we shall have to spend millions of j 
dollars on playgrounds, so that children will not have to play 
in the streets. It is quite possible that we shall have to adopt 
extremely drastic new regulations to govern traffic. 


Whatever the solution is, however—no matter how ,much 


it may cost or how drastic it may be—it is high time we 
adopted it. No si'ngle problem that the nation faces is more 
important. If we are.a civilized people, we cannot keep on 
killing children at the rate of 5000 evrey year.

given more enthusiastic lip service all over the world now 
than ever before, military armaments are also getting more 
attention. Italy, France, England, America, Japan—all have 
signed the Kellogg pact, but in each one preparation for war 
goes on unabated. 


"At present," says Mr. Wells, "we have in the world 


enough of the most beautiful and powerful apparatus you 
could imagine to crush, smash, drown, suffocate, poison, 
J$istq:r, scald, rip up and tear to pieces 30 or 40 million 
people—in which 30 or 40 million quite a number of my 
hearers tonight may confidently count themselves.
